Umpire Miller Cuts Over $0,- 
000,000 Of Coast Line, 


VALUED AT $23,000 A MILE 


More Than $5,000,000 Was Taken Off 
by Umpire After Assessment Ha‘ 
Been Reduced $1,500,000 Be- 
low the Comptroller 
General's Figures.

Judge A. L. Miller, of Macon, 
in the tax arbitration of the 
Coast Line Railroad Company, yester- 
day fixed the value of that property 
for the purposes of taxation at $15,57!,- 
000. 

This is a reduction of nearly $7,000,- 
000 below the original assessment made 
by Comptroller General W. A. Wright, 
which was approximately $22,300,000. 

The Coast Line returned its property 
at $12,857,598, and the comptroller gen- 
eral assessed it at the figure stated, put- 
ting it up nearly $10,000,000, just as he 
had done in proportion with practically 
every other corporation property in the 
state. 

During the hearing some facts were 
brough ut to make it appear that the 
comptiviler general ‘had assessed the 
property too high by about $1,500,000. ac- 
cording to his own method of figuring. 
This was due to the fact that $56,000 
had been counted as net earnings, which 
should not have been put under that 
head, and also that the market value 
of the stocks had greatly depreciated on 
March 31, the date for making tax re- 
turns. 

No material objection was made on the 
part of the state to amending the assess- 
ment to this extent and it was accord- 
ingly put at $20,833,000. That reduced 
the assessinent from $33,000 to $29,000 
per mile. 

Diwerse Views of the Board. 

Judge 8S. B. Adams, of Saavnnah, ar- 
bitrator for the Coast “Line, insisted 
that the valuation should be $20,000 per 
mile. ! 

Railroad Commissioner O. B. Stevens 
wanted to hold to the assessment figures 
of $29,000. 

Finally Judge Miller settled the matter 
by fixing it at $23,000 per mile, or a 
total of $15,571,000. 

This, ag will be seen, is nearly $7,000,- 
000 below the comptroller general's as- 
sessment, and more than $5,000,000 be- 
low the amended assessment.

North Carolina Proposition Is

Washington, D. C., August 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The'Southern Railway declines to 
accept the proposition made by Governor 
Glenn to terminate the hearings before 
Standing Master Montgomery in the 
North Carolina passenger reduction case 
pending a final determination in the 
cases involving jurisdiction, which have 
been appealed to the supreme court of 
the United States. 

Announcement to this effect was made 
today by General Counsel Thom, of the 
Southern, shortly after his return from 
New York. where he presented the pro- 
posal to President Finley and the other 
executive officers of the Southern, 
Thom made known the decision of the 
railway to Speaker EK J. Justice, one of 
the attorneys en,—.e4, especially to rep-

law fight. 

The statement ‘was made by Mr. Thom 
that the Southern Railway intends (to 
stand by the agreement reached in 
Raleigh, when peace was restored be- 
tween federal and state authorities.

New York, August 23.—Secretary of the 
Treasury Cortelyou announced today a 
new plan of depositing government 


| funds 


in New York, Boston and other 
cities, to afford relief to the money mar- 
ket in the approaching orop movement 
period. 

Commencing next week he will place 
each week at such points in-the country 
as'he shall designate, government funds 
to such an amount as he deems suffi- 
client to prevent an acute monetary 
stringency and possible panic when the 
demand for money is greatest at the 
height of the crop-moving period. 

The new plan of the secretary for 
monetary relief, he believes, wil] prove 
more efficacious than the old method of 
waiting until the country was severely 
shaken financially and then coming to 
the relief at the last moment by plac- 
ing large deposits in New Yor® banks. 
Secretary Cortelyvou did not state how 
much money he will degositt each week. 

The Official Statement. 

The plan was made known today 
the following official statement to 
Associated Press: 

.*“$Secretary Cortelyou announced to- 
day that beginning with next week the 
treasury department will make each 
week for a period of not less than five 
weeks, deposits in national panks at 
New York, Boston and other points, the 
security required to be approved on 
state. municipal and railroad bonds ac- 
ceptable under the existing requirements 
of the department with rhe understand- 
ing .that, if called for, such deposits shal! 
be returned after January 1! in iInstall- 
ments to be fixed by tne secretary of 
the treasury. 

“This action is taken to meet the com- 
ijmercial and industrial needs of the 
;countfy at this season, and is believed 
to be preferable to waiting untf! a time

WVOETHELIT 
OF MANY DEAD 

Unless Relatives Remove the 


Bodies From the City's 
Vault 


OAKLAND CEMETERY 
IN BAD CONDITION 


The Cemetery Commission Suggests 
Many Changes—Owners of Lots 
Will Be Required to Put 
Them in Good Condition, 

City Vault Crowded 
for Long Time, 


“The members of the cemetery commis- 
#ion, after making a visit to the Oak- 
land cemetery on Thursday afternoon, 
had some interesting things to say in 
reference to certain necessary improve- 
ments, which, they claim, are necessary. 
The members of fhe commission claim 
that the cemetery is badly kept, that a 
new wall is needed around the lot, and 
that a portion of the cemetery is used 
as a public highway, a small size path- 
way being worn by pedestrians, who 
walk from the Fulton Cotton Bag mills 
to Fair street. 

Colonel W. 8. Thompson, chairman of 
the commission, stated yesterday after- 
noon that in the city vault there were 
thirty bodies, and that one had 
been there for as long as five years. He 
Stated that this was entirely too long; 
that no body should be kept in the vault 
for longer than six months, as ‘this 
would afford ample time for the family 
to arrange for a burial ground. He aiso 
stfved that a number of tombstones 
were out of shape, and that a number 
of lots needed to be walled in and ter- 
raced off. He said that a much larger 
appropriation was needed to put the 
city’s property in a good condition. 


May Be Put in Pauper'’s Grave. 


When asked as to what method he in- 
tended to employ in order to get things 
straightened ot, and the lots cleaned 
up, he said that the commission would 
Investigate and find out to whom the 
property belonged, and In a quiet way 
request them to fix up their lots, and 
that the families of those whose bodies 
had been placed in the vaults would be 
asked to remove them, and have them 
buried, and said he: 

“If after they have been given suffi- 
cent time to move the bodies, they fail 
to do so, the only thing which we can 
do will be to have them buried in ‘the 
paupers’ portion of the cemetery.” 

George S. Lowndes, another member of 
the commission, when asked about the 
matter, said that the commission had 
visited the cemetery, and had found the 
paupers’ portion kept up ertremely poor- 
ly. He said that the grass was 80 deep 
that it was impossible to tell where 
there were graves, and where there were 
none. He also stated that many of the 
tombstones had fallen down and that the 
cemetery needed a general overhauling. 

W. F. Manry, another member of the 
commission, refused to give out a state- 
ment for publication, but stated that 
the cemetery needed attention. 

He said that the commission had just 
been organized, and that no definite 
plans had been decided upon, but, in his 
opinion, he thought the commission, in 
drawing up certain rules and regulations 
and requiring the public to conform to 
them, would be of much real service to 
the city. 

When asked when the commission 
would meet again, Mr. Manry replied 
that Dr. Taylor would be out of the city 
for about ten days or two weeks, and 
that another meeting would not be call- 
ed until his return to the city. Other 
members of the commission could not be 
reached last night. 

An appropriation of $1,000 has been 
made by the city council for this com- 
mission to use in e¢arrying out their 
work, but if they carry out the plans 
which they have tn mind, a much larger 
appropriation will be necessary. They 
have taken hold of the situation with 
seeming determination, and expect to 
greatly improve the appearance of the 
Oakland cemetery in a short time.

Hightower who had prudently stepped 
aside when the. firing began thought 
the marshal was dead and started to 
fnvestigate, and as he stepped out into 
the bright moonlight Vaughn fired at 
him, the bullet grazing his cheek and 
producing a slight wound.

About ten shots were fired and 
Vaughn was struck in the head, The 
marshal was not injured.

The New Agricultural Building. 

The fine new marble building in 
Washington which is to be the home 
or the department of agriculture is 
designed especially to please and de- 
light the farmers. 

Here the scientist and the geologist, 
the entomologist and the chemist, the 
microscopist and the pathologist will 
live and have their being during of- 
fice hours. Here the ‘“anthonomus 
grandis,’ which the farmers of Texas 
know familiarly as the boll weevil, 
will be on.exhibition. Here the sev- 
enteen-year locust and the red oaks of 
California, feldspathic rocks and the 
peech scale can be seen and exam- 
ined. 

When completed it will be a won- 
derful building and contain a wonder- 
fu: collection of soils and plants, 
flowers and fruits, bugs and beetles. 
Fiere insect pests of the farmers. col- 
lected, labeled, described and cata- 
logued, will be available for inspec- 
tion. In this agricultural treasure 
house, new and rare plants and seeds 
may be had for the asking. Uncle 
Sam has designed this department 
and carries it on at an expense of 
$13,000,000 a year, primarily to aid the 
men who raise the crops that furnish 
John *Chinaman with his cotton shirt 
ard the native of Norway with bread. 

The Honorable James Wilson is sec- 
rctary of agriculture. He is some- 
times known as “Tama” Jim Wilson. 
He is a Scotchman, and although he 
registers from Traer, Tama county, 
lowa, he was really porn in Ayrshire, 
Scotland. The records do not show 
that any American college has the 
honer of graduating ‘“‘Tama” Jim. He 
graduated into the tields of Iowa at 
the age of 26, and has been a friend 
of the farmer ever since. 

Secretary Wilson has been at the 
head of the department of agriculture 
for so long that he almost feels a 
proprietary interest in the institution. 
After a man has directed an enter- 
prise for ten years he usually feels 
that way about it. When it came to 
selecting the inscriptions to go on the 
new building of the department of 
agriculture, Professor B. T. Galloway, 
an expert pathologist and classicist, 
thought it would be a good idea to 
exploit the various departments in 
Latin, so over the pediments of the 
er.trances appeared the words, “Fruc- 
tus,” “Cereales,” ‘“Forestes”. and 
“Alores.” 

When the venerable secretary saw 
the impressive inscriptions he was 
screly puzzled. “What does it mean?” 
ae asked Dr. Galloway. 

“Why, ‘fructus’ is the Latin for 
fruits,” responded Dr. Galloway, show- 
ing pardonable pride over the advan- 
tuee his college training had given 
him. 

“Cut it out and say fruits,” curtly 
ordered the secretary. 

So off they came—‘Fructus” and 
“Cereales” and “Foretes” and all the 
rest. 

Hereafter the visitor to the govern- 
ment depositur of agricultural knowl- 
edge will have good English inscrip- 
tions to guide his footsteps and will 
not stumble into the room where silk 
worms are feeding on mulberry leaves 
when he is in reality looking for the 
scientist who makes a specialty of hog 
cholera: or be confronted by the boll] 
weevil professor when he is seeking 
literature on the pium curculio and 
tbe peach scale. 

Latin and Greek are all right’ in

BILLS VETOED 
BY GOVERNOR

Disapproved Measure Making 
New Ex-Officio Member of 
University Trustees. 


a 


Governor Smith finished yesterday aft- 
ernoon the work of signing all the bills 
that were passed at the recent session 
of the general aswembly. 

Out of the entire lot Governor Smith 

vetoed only two measures. One of them 
was the bill by Mr. Davison, of Greene, 
providing that the chairman of the board 
of trustees of the State Normal! school, 
at Athens, shall be an ex-officio metn- 
ber of the board of trustees of the state 
university. It has been customary in 
the past to make the chairmen of the 
Various boards of trustees of institu- 
tions which are under the direction of 
the university trustees, ex-officio mem- 
bers of the latter body, as in the case 
of the Georgia Normal and Industrial. 
at Milledgeville. 

Governor Smith, however, has  an- 
Mounced himself as opposed to this policy 
of centralization of the higher educa- 
tional institutions of the state, and has 
expressed a desire to see each institu- 
tion under an entirely separate board. 
It was in line with this declared policy 
that he disapproved this measure. 

The other bill vetoed by the governor 
was one by Mr. Guyton, of Effingham, 
providing for the designation of the Ef- 
fingham County bank, at Guyton, as a 
State depository. The naming of the 
bank to be designated makes the meas- 
ure unconstitutional, and {t was disap- 
proved for that reason. U!nder the law 
it is required that such measures shall 
Simply amend the code section by nam- 
Ing the town or city in which the de- 
pository is to be designated by the gov- 
ernor. 

All the other bills passed by the gen- 
eral assembly were given the gover- 
nor’s approval. Among the measures 
which he signed yesterday were the 
general appropriations and general tax 
acts. The five-day HMmit within which 
all acts of the general assembly had to 
be disposed of by the governor expired 
yesterday. ’ 

Governor Smith stated that the ques- 
tion of an extra session of the general 
assembly would depend on the status of 
the state’s revenue and expenditures as 
shown by the appropriations and tax 
acts. He has not had time to make 
thorough investigation of these meas- 
ures as yet, but will do so within the 
next two or three weeks, when the 
question of an extra’ session will be 
finally decided.
